The st. Louis Lumber Oo. made an assign- 
ment this morning to F. W. Betnidiek for the 
benefit of creditors. The assets, consisting of 
a stock of hardwood lumber and outstanding 
accounts are placed at $40,000. The plant is 
situated at the northeast corner of Fifteenth 

‘and Mullanpby streets. 

Causes for the St. Louis LumberCo, s failure 
were not hard to nd: the Haydock Bros. fall - 
ure caught them for $8,000. Jack Richard - 
son's assignment was another spike in their 
coffin, and the disappearance of Mr. Hubbard 
Jones of Jones, McPherson & Oo., 
nailed down the lid. President 
Kirch of the company has deen looking 
for Mr. Hubbard Jones for several 
days past, and had they met the greet- 
ing would not have been ofa friendly nature. 
The st. Louis Lumber Co; is said to have ad- 
vanced Mr. Jones $10,000, That gentleman’s 
sudden trip South and consequent failure to 
meet the obligation was the prime cause of 
this morning’s assignment. 

SIX LUMBER FAILURES. 

This makes the sixth local lumber firm that 
has gone to the wall since Monday morning, 
and there are several more counties to be 
heard from. The local hardwood lumber 
market—and St. Louis, by the way, is the 
largest hardwood lumber center in the 
country—is literally torn upthe back. When 
the announcement was made on the Lumber 
Exchange this morning that the St. Louls 
company had gone under it created 
some excitement but no surprise. The lum 
bermen had been expecting it. They sat 
around in the doleful dumps and the one 
topic of discussion was ‘*who will be next?’’ 

JONES BLAMED. 

When asked for the cause of the trouble in 
the local lumber market the one response 
was Jones.

ANOTHER REVOLUTION, 

PaNaMA, July 14.—Advices have been ro- 
ceived here of a revolutionary uprising in 
the capital of the neighboring Republle of 
San Salvador. A battalion of the Govern. 
ment forces, commanded by Col. Flores 
mutinied and proclaimed a revolution. It 
is their avowed purpose to avenge Menodez 
and drive his assassins from power. The 
Revolutionists endeavored to get the art 
— t to join them, but the latter re- 
mained loyal to the Government. With the 
artillery under Gen. Ezeta a general engage- 
ment was fought, in Which the Revolution. 
ists were defeated atter a short battle, 
Then the rebels capitulated. In the engaze- 
ment Col. Fiores was killed, His principal 
lieutenants were captured and thrown into 
prison, where they still remain awaiting 
court-martial. Senor Pedot was arrested later 
and he is also imprisoned. Many civilians 
have also been implicated in the conspiracy. 
Official reports have been promulgatea by 
the Government denying that any revoiution 
is now in progress or that there was any out- 
break, and further declaring that everything 
isnowquiet. Ezeta has established a censor- 
ship on any news relating to the outbreak, 
and no direct advices are obtainable. 


SCANDAL AT THE CAMP, 

LONDON, July 14.—Considerable scandal has 
been caused at the Bisley Rifle Meeting by a 
champagne lunch given at the Bisiey Camp 
by Mr. Winans, an American revolver shot. 
It appears that Mr. Winans intrusted a 
friend, named Barker, with sending for the 


invitation tothe lunch. Barker invited two 
women, and to this fact was due the trouble. 
Matters proceeded satisfactorily for a time 
at the iunch. Then things became more 
lively, and finally affairs culminated in a 
scandalous row. The attention of the au- 
thorities was called tothe matter, with the 
resultthat Barker, who was held respon- 

sible, was Officially ‘expelled from the cam p. 


SOLDIERS PAID IN FULL.

THE BASTILE’S PALL 


To- Day Is the One Hundred and Fourth 
Anniversary. 3 


THE USUAL CELEBRATIONS CONSPICU- 
0Us FOR THEIR ABSENC2, 


The Recent Troubles in the City of Paris 
Have Cast a Damper on French En- 
tbusiasm-—The Anarchists, However, 
Are Very Active— Threats to Burn the 
Oity Indulged In. 


Paris, July 14.—To-day is the 104th anntver- 
sary of the fall of the Bastile. The anniver- 
sary of this event in French history is usually 
celebrated with much rejoicing, the people 
generally observing the Gay as one of merri.- 
ment. To-day, however, the fetes in Paris 
have been marked with tameness and. the 
usual celebrations are conspicuous through 
their absence. This is due entirely 

the feeling engendered dy the 
riot. The Municipal- Council, 
which heretofore all of the 
expense of the celebrations has fallen, have 
taken no part in the observation of the an- 
niversary this year. The council, many of 
whom, it not actually known as Socialists, 
have leanings in the direction of socialism, 
are still sulky because of the Government’s 
action in refusing to the Labor Exchange 
and totheirthreat to dissolve their body, 
In view of these conflicts the Council left the 
celebration in the hands of others, with the 
result that the decorations in the city are 
scarce and hardly worthy of notice. The. 
night illumination of the city has been aban- 
doned, and altogether the anniversary will 
be noticeable for its lack of observance. 

The Anarchists, with the usual pernicious 
activity that characterizes them, have taken 
advantage of the day to post incendiary 
placards on dead walls and other places 
about the city. The police are busy in search- 
ing out and destroying these flaming 
red posters. A number of open balls 
were held last night, but there were 
no reports of disturbances. The Anarchists 
have made many threats of what they in- 
tended to do to-day, going so far as to say 
that they would destroy thé city with fire. 
The authorities are prepared for whatever 
they may attempt. 

President Carnot, who had been away from 
Paris on account of his health, has returned 
tothe city. It is customary on the anniver- 
sary of the fall of the Bastile for the Presi- 
dent to extend clemency to certain prisoners, 
In accordance with this custom President 
Carnot to-day pardoned 319 convicts. 


AT THE WORLD'S FAIR. 

WoORLD’S FAIR GROUNDS, July 14,—Inde- 
pendence Day was celebrated by the French 
at the Worid’s Fair to-day. The World's 
Fair Commission of France, the Consular 
representative, and the French-Amertcans 
in Chicago generally. united in celebrating 
the anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastille. The ceremonies were quite in- 
teresting, although nothing of a 


very formal character was carried out. No 
set orations were made and addresses were 
ofthe briefest and impromptu character. 
The celebration consisted ofa late breakfast 
given by the commission to the Worid's Fair 
Officials and to a number of invited guests, 
preparations having been made to entertain 
from 500 to 800. This breakfast was given 
from 12 o’clock till 2. The menu was ex- 
tremely simple, but a service of French wineg 
and liquors of an especialiy choice descrip- 
tion which were offered for the occasion by 
French exhibitors. After the breakfast a 
garden party and promenade concert was 
held at the French Government building, 
near the Lake front. The pavilion and art 
alleries connected therewith were beauti- 
ully decorated with French and American 
colors and the floral and flag feat- 
ures of the draping were quite 
noteworthy and striking. At 8 o’clock

POLITICAL EXPENDITURES. 


Reports of Them Should Be Filed With 
the Recorder of Voters. 

Recorder of Deeds Hobbs recenty ad- 
dressed a letterto City Counsellor Mafshall 
requesting him to construe sec. 20’°of an act 
relating to elections, sessions 
acts 1893. The act provides that 
every Treasurer of a political com- 


mittee shall, within thirty days after each 
election, file in the office of Recorder of 
Deeds a full, true and detailed statement, 
sworn to, setting forth each and every sum 
of money received and disbursed by him. 

Mr. Hobbs asked if the section con- 
templated that the statements should 
be recorded as well as filed. 
City Counselor Marshall to-day sent 
Recorder Hobbs a voluminous opinion in 
which he reviewed the law in reference to 
county clerks, Recorder of Deeds and Circuit 
clerks and of the Recorder of Voters in St. 
Louls, for the purpose of determining the 
meaning ofthe legislators in secs. 0 and 21 
of the act of 1893. Mr. Marshall then con- 
tinued as follows: 

The framer of that act evidently had in 
his mind the idea thatthe Recorder of Deeds 
was the officer who issued certificates of 
election. When regarded in this light, sec- 
tions 2 and 21 can be harmonized; 
that is, by readifig them 
mean that the Treasurer of the 
political committee shall file such statement 
with the officer required by law to issue the 
certificate of election, such Officer to keep 
the same for four years, subject to inspec- 
tion and the right of obtaining copies 
thereof.

QUARANTINE FACILITIES AT THE CAPE 
CHARLES STATION. 


Surgecn-General Wyman Discusses the 
Cases in the British Brig Darma, Now 
Lying in Hampton [Roads — The Pre- 
vention of a Cholera Landing Touched 
On—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 14.—Concerning 
the arrival of the British brig Darma, from 
Havana, in Hampton Roads with her captain 
dead and three of her crew down with yellow 
fever, Surgeon-General Wyman of the Marine 
Hospital Service has this to say: The Cape 
Charles Quarantine Station is ampie to han- 
dle any invasion of that kind. It consists 
of a house, tents and nurses, 
on Testreman’s Island, which is 
twenty miles from Old Point and a 
mile or so from the seaward extremity of 
Oape Oharles. The boarding of incoming 
vosseld 1s done from the steamer Dagmar, 
which lies at Old Point. Anchored a mile off 
Newport News is the receiving ship James- 


ton, capable of accommodating from 500 to 


600 people. She will be used for housing per- 
sons takeu from infected vessels and held the 
proper numberof days. We have also the 
ek -· revenue cutter Ewing, which lies in one 
of the fresh water creeks and may be taken 
some distance m the main land at a 
moment's notice. The last on the list is the 
disinfecting steamer Robert Koch, called 
after the celebrated German physician. She 
fs fitted with a sulphur dliast furnace, tanks 
for heating a bichloride of mercury solution 
with steam pump, etc. The Cape Charles 
quarantine station is in charge of Dr. T. B. 
Peary, with Dr. Bullock as assistant. They 
have a hospital steward. In addition to 
these two we can send physicians and 
nurses from Norfolk and near-by points 
at any time in numbers sufficient to meet 
any emergency. The present force and their 
facilities are ample to meet any demand no 
larger than that of the present. There is not 
the slightest danger that the disease can 
spread inland to Washington, Baltimore or 
any of the cities in touch with that part of 
the coast. The arrangements at the Cape 
Charles Station are thorough and ample for 
handling arrivals of yellow fever or small- 
pox. In handling cholera they 
are not ample. A comparatively 
limited number of cases could be handled, 


but in case of the arrival of an infected ship 
containing 1,000 to 1,500 immigrants the sta- 
tion would be utterly swam . Even then, 
however, there would be no danger. Some 
of the patients would be cared for on Fisher- 
man’s Island and on the Ewing, which we 
could use fora — — ship. The infected 
veasels with the others would be sent to the 
Delaware breakwater station, which is dis- 
tant but four or five- hours sail, and has 
ampie facilities, The work of placing the 
Cape Charles Station in condition to handle 
any number of patients and suspects is pro- 
ceeding rapidly. It will be completed in 
thirty days. Twohundred tents are now at 
Fisherman's Island, We are building a pier 
there that will hold the steam disinfecting 
lant. When completed the Cape Charles 
tion will be one of the most effective in 
the country.’’

WORLD’s Fam Grounns, July 14.—The wild 
storm which swept over the White Oity last 
night failed to produce any cooling effect 
this morning. The clouds cleared away be- 
fore daybreak and the sun arose in a clear 
sky and the atmosphere was sultry, steamy 
and Intensely hot.

11 o’clook, however, the Bureau of Admission 
estimated that at least 60,000 tickets had been 
sold. The visitors did not linger on the 
streets and the winding ways 
the Fair.

CLUB LICENSES. 


Excise Commissioner Bell is of the opin- 
ion that the dramshop law applies to 
social clubs in which liquors ate dispensed 
to members and their guests, and has de- 
cided tocompel them to take out State and 
city licenses. His decision in fhis matter 
is supported by an opinion from ex-City 
Counselor Leverett Bell, who declares that 
the weight of authority vested in the 


courts sustains it. 


Under the loose and irregular methods 


which have prevailed in the enforcement 
of the dramshop law the clubs have been 
exempted from the payment of State and 
city taxes but have paid the Federal 
tax. Why should they pay the one 
and evade the others? Why should 
the club where the rich man 
drinks his wines and liquors be exempt 
from the taxation which the saloon where 
the poor man gets his beer has to pay? The 
swellest club and the humblest beer shop 
must be treated with equal justice. If the 
law covers both it is particularly out- 
rageous that discrimination should be made 
in favor of the rich man’s club. 

It is only a question of law. On his 
platform of law énforcement without fear 
or favor Mr. Bell is bound, when satisfied 
that the law requires it, to compel clubs to 
take out licenses. He is justified in forc- 
ing the question to a test if necessary. 
He is not responsible for the law and is 
only performing his dutyin seeing that 
there is no evasion of it. 

But compulsion should not be necessary 
in this case. The clubs are maintained by 
citizens of intelligence and high standing 
in the community. Many of the members 
are leaders in professional,commercial, and 
social circles. They are the last men who 
should be willing to give offense or color 
of excuse for discrimination under the 
law or for its evasion or violation. Notice 
that the law requires club licenses should 
be all that is necessary to secure prompt 
compliance on the part of the clubs,

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TEMPORARY. INJUNCTIONS. 


The South Carolina Liquor Law Having a 
Hard Time oft. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., July 14.—Temporary in- 
junctions closing the Greenville and Water- 
boro dispensaries were granted yesterday by 
Judges Norton and Aldrich. Papers are be- 
ing prepared in other counties to secure 
temporary injunctions, to be followed by an 
effort to make them permanent on allega- 
tions solely of irregularity in appointment 
of dispensers. 

The constitutional fight will de left to an 
appeal from Judge Hudson's decision in the 
Darlington case to the Supreme Court. If 
Judge Hudson's decision is sustained South 
Carolina will have the most rigid prohibition 
in the world, for then liquor could not ob- 
tained in cases of sickness, nor alcohol for 
Gruggists’ prescriptiong, nor wine for the 
communion table. The celebrated Evans 
act opens with the prohibition of the sale 
or manufacture of liquor save through a 
State dispensary. Judge Hudson decides the 
prohibition feature to be constitetional and 
the dispensary feature unconstitutional,
